WASHINGTON, Oct. 10—()— 
One person in every 3,100,000 
rolled up an income of $1,000,000 
or more during 1935, the Treasury 


reported today. 

The report said there were 41 
millionaire incomes in 1935, com- 
pared with 33 in 1934. In the 
latter year, incomes of a million 
or better were only one in every 
3,900,000 of population. 

In ‘the boom year 1929, 513 in- 
dividuals computed their incomes 
in seven figures. 

The Treasury said in a survey 
of 1935 income tax returns that 
23 persons had incomes between 
$1,000,000 and $1,500,000; eight be- 
tween $1,500,000 and $2,000,000; 
two between $2,000,000 and $3,- 
000,000; seven between $3,000,000 
and $4,000,000, and one between 
$4,000,000 and $5,000,000. | 

None Earns 5 Million. 

There was not a single person 
in the top income bracket of $5,- 
000,000 or more in 1935. In 1934, 
one taxpayer was reported in this 
bracket. 

The 41 persons in the 1985 mil- 
lionaire column had aggregate net 
income of $73,631,000 and paid 
$41,500,000 in income taxes. In 
1934, the 33 persons with incomes 
of $1,000,000 or more had net in-

W. Little, "60-year-old Gwinnett 
county farmer, slashed his wife’s 
throat and then fatally cut his 
own at their home here today, 
Chief of Police E, L. Murphy re- 
ported.

The local organizations will be 
assisted in their campaign by the 
headquarters with supplies of 
posters, display material, infor- 
mation for speakers and other ma- 
terial on a large scale.

Old-age 
insurance is based on wages and 
will be paid to wage earners who 
are entitled to it, regardless of 
need.

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WHAT OF THE G. 0. P.? 

Early next month the Republican national 
committee will gather in Chicago for a mid- 
term conference. This is‘in accordance with 
recommendations of the executive committee 
which met in Washington on September 23. 
Chairman Hamilton, however, has not yet an- 
nounced the definite purpose or objectives of 
the Chicago get-together. 

Political forecasters admit, however, they 
are puzzled as to what the party leaders can 
accomplish in the way of bringing “solidarity 
and unity” to an already impoverished party. 

Observers argue that there are only two 
courses open if the G. O, P. intends to remain 
a potent factor in American politics. One is 
to retain its traditional Republicanism and the 
other is to follow the advice of its younger 
members and go progressive. 

Certainly, the Republicans cannot success- 
fully model their future programs after the 
New Deal. Landon tried that in 1936 and he 
carried only Maine and Vermont. He couidn’t 
even convince the voters of his own state of 
Kansas that he was a better New Dealer than 
President Roosevelt. 

The big question, even though unspoken in 
party ranks, is whether the Republicans can 
agree upon anything that will hoist them out 
of the rut of failure into which successive over- 
whelming national defeats have plunged them. 
If the Chicago conference develops into an in- 
traparty fight it may end the ancient leader- 
ship, but that will hardly enhance. the cause of 
“solidarity and unity” so ardently urged by 
former President Hoover, by Mr. Landon and 

by former Governor Lowden, of Illinois. 

Today the Republicans have only eight 
Governors of states in the entire country, and, 
according to reports, are likely to lose one of 
those in New Jersey this fall. In that state 
Democratic Senator A. Harry Moore is conceded 
the edge in the race for Governor over his Re- 
publican opponent. 

Other G. O. P. Governors are found in Cali- 
fornia, Maryland, Maine, New Hampshire, North 
Dakota, South Dakota an@,Vermont. In Cali- 
fornia the Democrats are*so sure they'll win 
that even a screen comedian, Leo Carillo, is 
considering running. Next year there will like- 
wise be a gubernatorial election in Maryland. 
Should the Republicans lose control of these 
two states they will have fallen to a new politi- 
cal low in the history of the nation. 

It is whispered, however, in Washington 
that perhaps the Chicago conference may con- 
fine itself to attack on the appointment of 
Justice Hugo Black to the supreme court and 
issue a call for a national conference -next 
spring, regardless of the opposition of many 
Republican leaders to an off-year convention. 


PUBLIC TASTE USUALLY SOUND 

The report covering two years’ experience in 
contact with the public by the American 
Artists’ Group carries one significant statement, 
illustrative of a general trend that is encourag- 
ing to all those who hope to see a widening of 
cultural appreciation.

The intrinsic ability of man, untrammeled 
by false teachings, to choose for himself the 
best is not confined to the art of painting. 
Though the Artists’ Group itself is limited to 
the expression of beauty—which is a definition 
of art—on canvas, in bronze or stone, the same 
intelligence and good taste in selection is nota- 
ble in other fields of public judgment. 

In the field of music the demand is ccn- 
. stantly for better and better presentation of 
the finer works of the master composers. This 
is proved not only by comparison between con- 
cert programs of today and those of a few dec- 
ades ago, but in the growing popularity of the 
best musica] programs on the radio. 

In literature the trend is self-evident. by 
comparison of the literary quality of the best 
sellers of today with those of a quarter of a 
century ago. In the realm of entertainment 
the Theater Guild has upheld the standard of 
important drama with growing success and 
public acclaim while the impressive improve- 
ment in movies is based entirely upon box office 
response. 

Where basic principles are involved and 
where there is no involvement of human per- 
sonality to obscure vision, man’s ability to dis- 
criminate in favor of the best may safely be 
depended upon in all lines of life or of art.

PARIS—In spite of the gor- 
geous state functions in Berlin on 
the occasion of Mussolini’s visit 
there is not betwtéen Fuehrer and 
Duce the close personal sympa- 
thy that might make good the mis- 
fit between the conflicting politi- 
cal circumstances’ of the two 
countries. Both are rhetoricians, 
but Hitler is sincere, with all his 
faults, and is as much the vic- 
time, as the master of his own ear- 
nestness, whereas the rhetoric of 
Mussolini is an artificial pose.

Tennessee Legislature Con- 
venes in Extra Session to 
Settle Dispute. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 10.— 
(P)—The bitter fight between 
Governor Gordon Browning and 
the powerful Shelby county 
(Memphis) political organization 
will be climaxed tomorrow with 
the convening of the legislature in 
extra session to consider a county 
unit primary bill. 

Enactment of the bill would 
check Shelby county’s tremendous 
majorities in Democratic prima- 
ries.

Under the bill, -which will be 
introduced in both houses upon 
convening at noon tomorrow, the 
direct vote primary system would 
be replaced by a county unit plan.

French Elections; Pre- 
mier Satisfied. 


PARIS, Oct. 10.—(4)—Incom- 
lete returns. from France’s na- 
ion-wide cantonal elections to- 
night led officials of Premier Ca- 
mille Chautemps’ office to inter- 
pret the vote as approval of the 
present people’s front government.

And I 
realized that, for the first time in 
many years of contact with Japa- 
nese officials, I was hearing a 
powerful Japanese statesman ex- 
press an understanding of Chinese 
grievances as well as Japanctse 
aims, 

Prince Konoye spoke in the 
broadest and most generous terms. 
I told him that observers in China 
and abroad feared it was Japan’s 
intention to restore’Pu-yi, now the 
Emperor Kang Teh of Manchou- 
kuo, to the dragon throne of the 
Manchu rulers of China at Peip- 


His demeanor was _ instantly 
grave. He shook his head. 

“T say solemnly that the Japa- 
nese government would never 
think of that,” he said. “We 
would never think’ of damaging 
foreign interests in China, nor of 
establishing any regime in North 
China having such a status as 
‘Manchoukuo the second.’ 

“Japan absolutely has no terri- 
torial ambitions in China.” 

I had heard that statement from 
Vice Admiral Matsumasa Yonai, 
the minister of the navy, and 
from General Gen Gugiyama, min- 
ister of war. 

Today I heard it from a Japa- 
nese statesman who recognizes 
“mutual grievances” in the Chi- 
nese situation. 


' Considers U. 8. Stand. 


Prince Konoye said that he had 

given the “most thoughtful con- 
sideration” to the United States 
State Department’s references to 
the Kellogg-Briand and nine-pow- 
er treaties. 
“Japan does not think she is 
breaking the Kellogg treaty, or the | 
nine-power treaty,” he said. “Ja- 
pan is resorting to force only for 
the purpose of making China 
abandon a mistaken policy. 

“I deeply regret there is ‘so 
much misunderstanding abroad. 
Apparently there is a fear that 
foreign rights and interests in 
China are endangered. That is the 
last thing in the mind of the Japa- 
nese government.” 

Then I asked: 

“Will Japan participate in a 
conference of the nine-power sig- 
natories, if that is one of the re- 
sults of the Washington declara-_ 
tion?” 

Prince Konoye replied: 

“Japan’s policy on that point 
has not been decided. I must 
point out that no invitations have 
as yet been issued for any con- 
ference.”

“In principle, it is the establish- 
ed policy of the Japanese gov- 
ernment that the problems caus- 
ing hostilities concern only Jap- 
an and China.

I told him I had been requested

As the most important work 
center in the room, it should have 
double drain boards to give you 
extra working surface. It should 
be located, if possible, under a 
window along the longest outside 
wall. This long wall allows for 
a maximum of storage space near 
the sink. And the window pro- 
vides light, fresh air and that 
view that makes your outlook 
wider and brighter. The _ sink 
should be approximately 36 
inches from the floor to work top. 
This height, however, depends on 
your own height ... be sure it’s 
placed so you won’t have to bend 
your back in working. If you 
can’t have the sink unit under a 
window, have a good, em He 
light installed over the sink. In- 
vestigate the new nonapron type 
of cabinet sink, for these give you 
actually 25 per cent more work 
space. If your family is large and 
much time is spent doing dishes, 
look into the question of electric 
dish washers. If you want one 
but can’t get it at the time you 
remodel, be sure that you make 
allowances for installing it later. 
Before investing in a washer, 
make sure that your hot water 
supply is suitable. If you have 
copious quanities of very hot 
water, you'll get your money’s 
worth from the dish washer. If 
your water heating equipment 
isn’t always generous or is usual- 
ly “just warm” you won't. 

Have your sink equipped with 
a cup strainer, now available in 
many types of sinks. Then throw 
away your old dishpan and wash 
dishes directly in the sink with-, 
out having te use rubber stop- 
pers. Crumbs and the’ like col- 
lect in the cup strainer and can 
be easily disposed of. Also look 
into the new garbage disposal 
drains for your sink ... that 
is a real step forward in house- 
wifery!
